Effectiv e 
Ju ne 25, 
Veterans of 
World W ar II wh o h av e serv ed 9 0 
day s or more in activ e military or 
nav al serv ice and wh o desire to ac­ 
tiv ely engage in farming may apply 
for and u nder certain conditions be 
granted a Veteran’s Preference Cer­ 
tificate 
for th e 
pu rch ase 
of new 
farm mach inery and equ ipment. 


Th e Order prov ides th at any v et­ 
eran wh o owns a farm or operates 
a farm as a tenant or wh o is a sh are­ 
cropper may apply for a Veteran’s 
Preference Certificate for any item 
of new farm mach inery and equ ip­ 
ment. Th e Order does not prov ide 
th at any v eteran may apply for a 
Preference 
Certificate 
bu t on l y 
th ose wh o desire to engage in farm­ 
ing eith er as an owner, a tenant or 
a 
sh arecropper. 
Regu lation 
forms 
h av e been prescribed by th e Direc­ 
tor 
and 
will 
be obtainable 
from 
Cou nty A A A Committees. Th e ap­ 
plication 
mu st 
be filed 
with 
th e 
Cou nty AAA Committee 
in wh ich 
th e equ ipment is to be principally 
u sed. Th e applicant is requ ired to 
satisfy th e Committee th at h e h as 
an u rgent need for th e equ ipment 
and th at h e h as made a diligent ef­ 
fort to obtain eith er new or u sed 
equ ipment to meet th ese needs and 
h as not been su ccessfu l. 
Th e Cou nty AA Committee is ex ­ 
pected to make an inv estigation to 
determine th e needs of th e Veteran 
and if th ey find th at h e is actu ally 
needing th e equ ipment applied for, 
th en th ey will issu e to h im a Vet­ 
eran’s Preference Certificate. 
After th e Preference Certificate 
h as been issu ed, th e Veteran may 
present 
it to any dealer in new 
farm mach inery and equ ipment wh o 
is doing bu siness in th e trade terri­ 
tory wh ere th e Veteran’s farm is 
located. He is not permitted to pre­ 
sent th e Preference Pu rch ase Cer­ 
tificate to a dealer wh o does not 
r e g u l a r l y serv e th e territory in 
wh ich th e Veteran is farming. Deal­ 
ers can not h onor Veteran’s Prefer­ 
ence Certificates issu ed by Cou nty 
AAA Committees ou tside th eir reg­ 
u lar trade territory . 
Retailers 
receiv ing 
a 
Veteran’s 
Preference Certificate are requ ired 
by th e Order to su pply th e Veteran 
with th e equ ipment described on th e 
Preference Certificate 
before su p­ 
ply ing th e same equ ipment to any 
oth er person not h olding a Veter­ 
an’s 
Preference 
Pu rch ase 
Certifi­ 
cate. 


Immediately u pon making deliv ­ 
ery of an item of equ ipment to a 
Veteran, th e dealer is requ ired to 
notify th e Cou nty AAA Committee 
by filling in and retu rning th e stu b 
th at is attach ed to th e Certificate. 
Th e dealer sh ou ld retain th e main 
body of th e Certificate for h is files. 
One section of th e new Order pro­ 
v ides: “ No dealer sh all be requ ired 
to h onor 
a 
Veteran’s 
Preference 
Certificate if th e Veteran is u nwill­ 
ing or u nable to meet th e regu larly 
establish ed price and terms of sale

or p ay ment fo r the equip ment des­ 
cribed in the Certificate.” 
The Preference Purchase Certifi­ 
cate is for new equip ment only . 
It is NOT up to dealers to p ass 
up on the qualification of a Veteran 
who may wish to p urchase new farm 
machinery or equip ment. His ap p li­ 
cation must be made to the County 
AAA Committee and if they ap p rove 
the ap p lication 
they will issue 
a 
Preference Certificate. When such 
Certificates are p resented to a deal­ 
er they must be honored by him 
p rior to the filling of any order that 
may be received from any p erson 
other than one holding a Veteran’s 
Preference Certificate. 
Dealers are required to keep rec­ 
ords by retaining in their files the 
Certificates that have been receiv­ 
ed for all sales made to Veterans. 
The Director of the Office of Ma­ 
terials and Facilities in the War 
Food Administration, or his regu­ 
larly designated agent, is p ermitted 
by the order to make an insp ection 
of the books, p remises or stocks of 
new farm machinery and equip ment 
of any dealer op erating in the con­ 
tinental United States. 
Dealers 
are 
still 
p ermitted 
to 
make sales of any item of farm ma­ 
chinery and equip ment to a Veter­ 
an who does not hold a Preference 
Purchase Certificate if he so de­ 
sires. The p rincip le effect of this 
order is that it will give a p riority 
Of p reference rating to any Veter­ 
an who is issued a Certificate by his 
County AAA Committee. Such Cer­ 
tificates take p recedence over any 
orders p laced by any one not holding 
a Certificate.

The one 
faith is the accep tance of the religion of Christ by man on the 
tei ms of the gosp el. The one W’ho d isbeliev es shall be cond emned , 
said Jesu s. It is the intention of the one faith to u nify all believ ers 
in the one bod y . Where the one faith is ex ercised by all the be­ 
liev ers, there is no d ifference among them. All d ifferences are on 
the ou tsid e of the Bible, not on the insid e. 
If all had the one 
faith, there wou ld be no d iscord s. In that case all the believ ers 
wou ld accep t all that God has said and nothing more. If all the 
believ ers accep ted all that God has said and nothing more, there 
cou ld be no d ifferences among them. We are ex horted to be joined 
together in one mind and in one ju d gment. (See I Cor. 1:10; John 
17 :20-21) The greatest hind rance to Christianity tod ay is religiou s 
d iv ision. Sects and p arties are a cu rse to the world . The one faith 
shou ld mak e of the one religion of Christ a u nited Christend on. 
That is the intention of the Creator. Following this tex t of Ep h. 
4, and in the same chap ter, the ap ostle Pau l has this to say : “And 
he gav e some, ap ostles; and some, p rop hets; and some, ev angel­ 
ists; and some, p astors and teachers; for the p erfecting of the 
saints, for the work of the ministry , for the ed ify ing of the bod y 
of Christ (the chu rch) ; till we all come in the u nity of the faith, 
and of the k nowled ge of the Son of God , u nto a p erfect man, u nto 
the measu re of the statu re of the fu llness of Christ.” The p u r­ 
p ose of su mmarizing the religion of Christ u nd er these sev en head s, 
which is the my stical nu mber of a comp lete u nity , to show that 
the basis has been giv en for a u nited religion. Jesu s meant his 
chu rch to be a u nited chu rch. Manifestly it can nev er be a u nited 
chu rch u p on the d octrines and command ments of men, for they 
d iv id e and d estroy . The only way it can be a u nited chu rch is 
throu gh a comp lete retu rn to the religion of the New Testament. 


The one faith is more than a mental assent to the p rop osition 
of the d iv ine Sonship 
of Jesu s. A mere faith withou t obed ience 
is not the one faith of Ep h. 4:5 . “In Jesu s Christ neither circu m­ 
cision av aileth any thing, nor u ncircu mcision; bu t faith work eth by 
lov e.” (Gal. 5 :6 ) 
“Yea, a man may say , Thou hast faith, and I 
hav e work s: shew me thy faith withou t thy work s, and 1 will shew 
thee my faith by my work s. . .Bu t wilt thou k now, O v ain man, 
that faith withou t work s is d ead ?” (James 2:18 -20) A faith that 
stu mbles at the command s of the Lord is ind eed fau lty . If it is 
genu ine and d eep , whatev er the Lord say s, one will glad ly d o. 
Remember, it is a faith that work s by lov e that av ails in Christ 
Jesu s.
